To the Honorable Senate and House of Bepresenlaiives, 

In conformity with the requirements of the General 
Statutes of the Commonwealth, I have the honor to sub- 
mit herewith the annual Report concerning the Births, 
Marriages, and Deaths, occurring in Massachusetts 
during the year 1873 — being the Thirty-second Regis- 
tration Year,— and returned according to law from the 
several cities and towns. 

Since the publication of the last Registration Report, 
this Commonwealth and the cause of Sanitary Science 
in general have sustained a severe loss, in the decease 
of Dr. George Derby, late Secretary of the State 
Board of Health, and for several years past editor of 
these annual registration reports. His labors in these 
directions have been an honor to the State, and of 
continually increasing interest and value to the 
fiiends of sanitary science. 

For the present registration year, the editorial remarks 
and observations which follow, and the tables connceted 
therewith, have been furnished by Dr. F. W. Draper, 
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of Boston, favorably known in his editorial connection 
with the Boston Medical and Surgical Journal, and as 
author of several valuable papers, in the Reports both 
of the State and City of Boston Boards of Health ; his 
experience, moreover, as associate and co-laborer with 
the late Dr. Derby in the preparation of previous 
statistical and sanitary reports, has given him special 
advantages for the present work. 

In the preparation and transmission of the registra- 
tion returns of the year, commendable accuracy and 
punctuality have been manifested. Some deficiencies 
have occurred, requiring for their correction corres- 
pondence with the delinquent town clerks. But such 
defects have appeared, almost exclusively, in the returns 
of town clerks newly in office, and hence not well famil- 
iarized with the printed ^^Instructions'' issued from this 
department for securing correctness in the Registration 
Returns from the towns of this Conunon wealth.

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THIRTY-SECOND EEGISTEATION REPOET.

The accompanying tables are tlie thirty-second annual con- 
tribution to the vital statistics of Massachusetts. The utility 
of accumulating such a mass of figures from year to year is no 
longer questioned. Registration supplies an array of facts 
from which reliable conclusions can be drawn, for the benefit of 
the whole people. The growth and renewal of population ; the 
inroads of disease and physical decay ; the wave-like succession 
of epidemic diseases ; the more constant and uniform operation 
of the wasting maladies that are always with us ; the conditions, 
preventable or inevitable, affecting the mortality from the great 
class of zymotic disorders, — all these find their most significant 
illustration in the statistics available through the agency of the 
registration laws. 

It is to be remarked, in general, concerning the statistics for 
the year 1873, that in many respects they present satisfactory 
and encouraging features as compared with former years. 
While the general tendency with regard to births, marriages 
and deaths is maintained in all the essentials, and while there 
are scarcely any startling contrasts to note in our comparison 
with the deductions published in previous reports, in several 
directions there is proof of progressive improvement in the 
conditions pertaining to the vitality of the people of the State. 
During the year 1873, 44,481 births, 16,437 marriages and 
33,912 deaths were recorded in Massachusetts. The aggregate 
of these numbers is 94,830, or 434 more than the total registry 
for 1872. 
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If we make a comparison with the previous year in each of 
these divisions of births, marriages and deaths, we find that — 

The births have increased by . . . 1,246 
The marriages have increased by . . 295 

The deaths have decreased by . . . 1,107 

The natural increase of population, or excess of births over 
deaths, is 10,569, or 2,353 more than in 1872. 

The daily natural increase averages 28*96. 

One living child was born to every 32*76 persons, one per- 
son in every 44*33 was married, and one person in 42-97 died.

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POPULATION. 

In making the calculations requisite for the analysis of the 
accompanying tabular returns, we are obliged to use as a basis 
the population of the State which was determined by the census 
of 1870. It is to be regretted that this is necessary ; but if it 
is remembered that the result^g error is a constant one, carried 
throughout all the computations, and applied equally to all the 
conclusions, the objection loses nearly all its weight, for the 
comparisons are valid and reliable. 

In the Report for 1869, it was found that, taking a series of 
five years, 1865-69, at the extremes of which the population 
was known by means of the census, the estimated annual in- 
crease throughout the State was at the rate of 2*848 per cent. 
This rate may be regarded as a close approximation to that 
obtaining during the series of years 1870-74. The population 
of the State in 1870 was 1,457,351. The estimated population 
in 1872 was 1,541,542. If we presume the rate of increase to 
be uniform, we find the estimated population for 1873 to be 
1,585,445.

The Birth-rate for 1873 was 3*05 for every one hundred per- 
sons. Including the still-born, a child was born to every 32 
persons. 

The whole number of births (still-bom included) was 45,727, 
or 1,209 more than in 1872. 

The birth-rate is higher than it has been in any previous year 
of the last fifteen years ; and, as we shall notice faiiher on, the 
recruits do not come entirely from the classes which give the 
highest mortality-rates. The disturbing influences wrought by 
the civil war on the birth-rate, due to the withdrawal from their 
homes of many thousand husbands, have ceased to leave their 
impress, and the rate is fully restored to its place before 1861.

The table illustrates a fact long since determined, namely, 
that the centres of population are comparatively the more fruit- 
ful; for Suffolk, Bristol, Hampden, Middlesex, Worcester and 
Essex, the counties containing the thickly settled communities, 
maintain their places as the more prolific in the list; while 
Plymouth, Franklin, Barnstable, Dukes and Nantucket — the 
rural counties — are at the other extreme. The island counties 
present an unusually small birth-rate this year ; they have for 
many years been at the foot of the list in point of fecundity.

The foregoing table supposes the birth-rate to have been 
maintained uniformly throughout the year. The relatively in- 
creased percentage of the last two quarters of the year is very 
noteworthy. In England the order is reversed, and more births 
are registered in the first half of the year. Social customs, and 
not natural law, must afford an explanation of this discrepancy 
in the two instances. 

The next table presents a similar comparison, by periods of 
six months, and carried through a series of years.

Certain very suggestive features are shown in this table. 
During the ten years, there has been a progressive decrease in 
the number of purely American births, and a corresponding 
increase in the number of those from a mixed parentage. The 
births from wholly foreign parentage have maintained a singu- 
lar uniformity, comprising nearly half of all the births. In 
1873, there was a slight re-action in the number of native births, 
the American element showing a little tendency to re-assert 
itself. We are hardly justified, however, in prophesying that 
this change is more than temporary ; it is too much to expect 
that the relations of American to foreign parentage which were 
observed in Massachusetts twenty-five years ago, as shown in 
the following table, will ever again be realized.

The excess of foreign over native parentage is 3,646, or 544 
less than the excess reported in 1872. Foreign births were 
more numerous than those of native parentage in Bristol, Hamp- 
den, Middlesex, Norfolk, Suffolk and Worcester. The counties 
which are the most fruitful are likewise most fruitful in children 
of imported stock, and for the obvious reason that they contain 
the densely populated sections wherein those prone to multiply 
the fastest generally congregate. 

Comparing 1873 with 1872, we note that American births 
have increased by 725 ; Foreign births have increased by 181 ; 
and the births from mixed parentage (one parent being foreign) 
have increased by 337 ; — thus showing in another way that this 
year was favorable to American nativity. 

Plural Births. — Four hundred and thirteen women in Mas- 
sachusetts gave birth in 1873 to eight hundred and thirty-two 
children. Four hundred and seven bore twins and six had 
triplets. The number of cases of triplets is three more than in 
1872. 



Illegitimates. — Five hundred and eighty-seven are reported, 
two hundred and eighty-four more than in the previous year, 
and two hundred and ninety-nine more than the average annual 
number during the last fifteen years. This increase is very 
noteworthy ; its cause is not apparent, but the coincidence of 
this sudden rise with the stringent financial experiences through 
which the commuhity has been passing during the last two 
years is at least worthy of consideration in this connection.

This explanation gathers some strength from the fact that a large 
proportion (54 per cent.) of all the illegitimate births occurred 
in Suffolk County, where, in seasons of stress, there would be a 
relatively greater tendency to this kind of immorality than in 
more rural sections, in which the sensitiveness to financial fluc- 
tuations would be less acute. 

The sexes were almost equally divided, the utnles exceeding 
the females by a single one. In former years, the females have 
almost uniformly and largely exceeded the males. 

The larger share of the births fell to the latter half of the 
year, there being 44 per cent, of the whole number in the first 
six months and 56 per cent, in the second. 

Still-born. — Of these, 1,246 were recorded, 37 less than in 
1872. The males were much more numerous than the females, 
there having been 715 of the former to 455 of the latter. The 
percentage of still-births to the whole number of births was 
2-72, or one still-born to every thirty-seven births. This pro- 
portion is very near that found in previous years.

One person in every 44*33 was married in 1873. 

The following table exhibits a very remarkable uniformity as 
regards the season of \he year preferred by people in Massa- 
chusetts for entering the married condition. The rule has 
become one without exception, that the last three months of 
the year are the season when most marriages occur ; the spring 
and early summer are deemed the time having the second 
degree of propitiousness ; while the first quarter and the third 
quarter of the year are the least acceptable. November and 
March witnessed the greatest and the least number of weddings, 
respectively, the year 1873 adding another to the long series 
of years in which the same fact has been observed in this 
State.

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It will be observed that these rates show marriages to be 
most numerous in the counties where cities and prosperity 
abound ; while the counties from which young people tend to 
emigrate — the agricultural and sparsely settled sections — show 
that the disposition to matrimony is relatively less prevalent. 

The rate for the whole State is larger than that observed in 
any year since 1869. It does not appear from this that there is 
such a growing disinclination among people to marry as has 
recently been asserted.

1873.] SUMMARY OBSERVATIONS. 23 

During the year 1873, the number of females married at the 
age of 17 was 439, an excess of 89 above the average number 
for the last seven years. One hundred and seventy-four were 
married at the age of 16, forty-seven at 15, and seven at 14. 
Among the males, two were married at 16, eleven at 17, forty- 
four at 18 and one hundred and forty-three at 19. Of the males 
above named who married at 18, three took for wives girls 
aged 16, 15 and 14, respectively; while one young man of 16 
became the husband of a maiden of 17. A bachelor of 63 was 
accepted by a maid of 17 ; and a bachelor of 22 was united to 
a maid of 40. A couple, aged 59 and 52 respectively, were 
married, it being their first venture. A widower of 48 took for 
his fourth wife a maid of 24 ; and a widow of 23 was married 
to a bachelor of 27, her third husband. A widower of 19 found 
favor with a spinster of 32. The oldest parties married during 
the year were a widower of 80 and a widow of 67, it being the 
third marriage of each. There were three fifth marriages of 
males during the year, at the ages of 62, 57 and 54. One 
widow became a bride for the fourth time, her bridegi'oom being 
a widower of 55, her own age being 60. Among those who had 
been twice widowed was one who, at the age of 23, was mar- 
ried to a bachelor of 22. A widow of 17 married a bachelor 
of 22, and a widower of 20 married a maid of 22. 

One case may have special mention here, because of the 
unusual aptitude manifested by the individual to contribute to 
the vital statistics of the State, especially in the depai-tments of 
births and marriages. The facts stated are well authenticated. 
A man died at Lowell, April 7th, 1873, at the age of 75. His 
death was caused by consumption. "He was the father of 
thirty-foUr children, fourteen by one wife, seventeen by a 
second, and three by a third." His third marriage occurred 
when he was 70 years old.

A progressive dimiuution in the relative number of marriages 
of purely American couples is shown in the above table, in 
marked contrast with the increase in the percentages of the 
other classes. A degree of caution should be exercised in 
forming inferences here, however, for it is an open question 
when persons proposing marriage appear to themselves, or to 
the registrars, to cease to be of foreign nationality and to become 
American. If we could carry the comparison back one degree 
farther and have the parent-nativity of persons married, the 
conclusions formed would be of more value. One feature of the 
foregoing table may be noted with satisfaction — the gradually 
lessening proportion of cases in which desirable facts were 
''not stated." 



The following table presents in another way the comparison 
between the percentages of marriages among natives and for- 
eigners in Massachusetts, in the last ten years.

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DEATHS. 

The whole number of deaths recorded in Massachusetts in 
1873 was 33,912. The number in 1872 was 35,019. The dif- 
ference between the two years, and in favor of 1873, was 1,107. 
Although there is this marked improvement where comparison 
is made with 1872, yet the mortality was larger in 1873, by 
6,912, than the average annual mortality during the previous 
ten years (1863-72). 

The death-rate for the State during the last iwne years is 
given in the following table. The population is estimated, ex- 
cept for the years 1865 and 1870, when the census gave us 
more exact numbers. It will be noted that the death-rate for 
1873, though less than that for the previous year, is still con- 
siderably in advance of that recorded for the years between 
1867 and 1871. This difference may be accounted for in a 
measure by the presence of epidemics in the years 1872 and 
1873. A high death-rate is a "cautionary signal" of unusual 
local or epidemic influences at work. If the sanitary officer 
uses this signal as the guide to his operations, and analyzes the 
conditions of which the registration of deaths furnishes him a 
comprehensive formula in the death-rate, he will assuredly come, 
sooner or later, upon hygienic problems which will stimulate 
investigation and demand patient practical handling.

In all of the divisions above represented, there was a greater 
or less improvement in the death-rate, with one exception : the 
South-Eastern section which, in 1872, had a death-rate of 2*07 
per cent., in 1873 showed a rate of 2* 19.

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A somewhat younger age is ascertained to be the average at 
which death occurred in 1873, if all the decedents are included, 
while the mean age of all above twenty years old maintains a 
nearly constant place during a series of years. The uncertain- 
ties attending the use of these averages as an indication of the 
health of any community and the fallacies into which those are 
led who take the mean age at death to be the same as the mean 
duration of life, have been ably pointed out in previous Regis- 
tration Reports. We have only to compare the figures set 
down opposite towns having, so far as can be seen, precisely 
the same local characteristics, to find what wide contrasts can 
be found in this direction. Certain broad facts are, indeed, 
apparent ; as, for example, that in cities and in manufacturing 
villages which attract a larger proportion of young people of 
both sexes, the average age at death is less than in the small 
towns from which these same young people have emigrated. 
But, on the other hand, wo have an illustration of the very 
fallacies to which we have alluded, in the figures given the pres- 
ent year as the average age of those who died in the county of 
Dukes. The mean age at death, for the whole county, was 48-05 
years, or more than twice that recorded for Suffolk ; the county 
contains only five to'wns, and of these, Chilmark buried four of 
its people, whose ages at death averaged 68*50 years, while 
Gosnold lost a single inhabitant, whose age was four months. 
An inference that the situation and climate of Chilmark are 
necessarily favorable to long life should have as its counterpart 
a conclusion that the people of Gosnold are all infants whose 
expectation of life does not extend beyond the first year of 
their existence. 

The estimated average age at death acquires significance and 
value in proportion to the numbers of people included in the 
calculation. If we wish, however, to study the statistics of 
small communities in regard to the mean age at which their 
people die, we can only arrive at reliable inferences by extend- 
ing our comparisons through very long series of years. 

The following table presents the record of eighteen persons 
who died in 1873, in Massachusetts, after having lived beyond 
a century : —

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The comparison of the relative percentages found the present 
year in the natiyity of those who died, shows a noteworthy 
change. There is a marked increase in the proportion of those 
designated as American, and a corresponding decline in the 
percentage of the foreign element. It should be remembered, 
however, that this distinction of the nativity of decedents is 
open to one important objection; namely, that every person 
born in America is reckoned as American, even though both his 
parents were foreign. This consideration somewhat modifies 
the apparent significance of the contrasts shown in the foregoing 
table. The following table seeks to avoid this difficulty, by 
carrying the comparison one generation farther back : — 
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By the foregoing table, it appears that the deaths of those 
whose parents were both American, have decreased, in 1873, 
by 963, when comparison is made with the previous year; and 
that the deaths of those of foreign parentage have also diminished, 
the number in 1873 being less by 126 than the number in 1872. 
On the other hand, the deaths of those of mixed parentage, one 
parent being American, and the other foreign, have increased by 
119. Of the number of "not stated," there were 47 less the 
present year than in 1872. 

The following table, based upon the foregoing, shows, in a 
more striking way, the comparison with regard to the parent- 
nativity of those who died, and carries the contrast through a 
series of years. In calculating the percentages, those of half- 
foreign parentage are divided equally. 

One fact is very plainly shown in this table ; namely, that 
nearly three-fourths of the population, beyond the middle 
period of life, continues to be of native stock, although there 
is a progressive diminution in the* proportion of deaths of 
Americans at all ages. 

It must also be noted, that the deaths among children of 
foreign parents are relatively much more numerous ; the per- 
centage of these deaths (of children under five years old, whose 
parents were foreign) was higher, in 1873, than in any of the 
previous six years. This result should be studied in connection 
with the progressive increase in the number of births of foreign 
parentage. Without attempting to speculate upon the correla- 
tive conditions and causes, the fact is a most suggestive one, 
that while the stock of foreign parentage continues to multiply 
much faster than the purely native population, the equilibrium 
is in a great measure preserved by the large proportion of deaths 
among children of foreign extraction.

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CAUSES OF DEATH. 

In many respects, this is the most important subject which 
we have to study in connection with registration. We are here 
introduced to the direct causes of the deaths, whose relations, 
in other respects, we have discussed elsewhere. We are enabled 
here to see what diseases and what classes of disorders make 
the greatest inroads into the lives of the people of the State, at 
what seasons they are most fatal, and whether they bear more 
heavily on the young, the old, or the middle-aged. It has been 
a subject of regret, frequently alluded to in previous Reports, 
that greater accuracy could not be attained in this department 
of registration, — in the primary record of the causes of death. 
It is obvious that there are many avenues by which errors may 
enter the registry of the specified diseases ; but there is good 
reason to believe that these errors are annually diminishing in 
number and in importance, although a long way yet from being 
reduced to the lowest degree possible. 

It has been the custom to introduce a table showing the 
monthly meteorological variations for the year. The record of 
the weather, as made at Cambridge and Amherst, in 1873, is as 
follows : —

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The percentage of deaths from zymotic diseases in 1873 was 
28*7 ; from constitutional diseases, 23*8 ; from local diseases, 
27-9 ; from developmental diseases, 15*2 ; and from violence^ 
4*4. Zymotic diseases were relatively less numerous in 1873 
than in 1872, but all the other classes show a slight increase in 
their percentage.

We note in this table the fact that the deaths from scarlet 
fever attest by their number the presence of the disease in the 
State to an unusual degree in 1873. We must add, what does 
not appear in the table, that the deaths from small-pox in 1873 
amounted to 668 — a marked decline as compared with the 
number reported in 1872, but still greatly in excess of the mor- 
tality registered in previous years. These two diseases, scarla- 
tina and small-pox, were the only contagious diseases which 
manifested extensive prevalence in 1873. 

During the year, one hundred and twenty-six persons were 
killed in railroad accidents, thirty died by poison, eighty-eight 
perished from bums and scalds, four hundred and thirty-two 
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(an unusual number) were drowned, one hundred and seven- 
teen committed suicide and twenty-six were murdered. There 
were two judicial executions. Vaccination is assigned as the 
cause of five deaths, three of which occurred in persons between 
sixty and seventy years of age. It is gratifying to note that 
there were no deaths from privation in the State in 1873 ; 
although thirteen are reported as having perished from expos- 
ure. Twenty-two died from the effects of heat, and two were 
frozen to death. There were fifteen deaths from angina 
pectoris. 
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The foregoing table, presenting the numerical relation of the 
ten most destructive diseases during the last ten years, is only 
measurably useful, because of the unsatisfactory terms applied 
to certain classes of diseases. Thus typhus is not sufficiently 
distinctive, since it should be made more clearly to represent 
all the class of continued fevers; if paralysis and apoplexy 
were grouped with cephalitis and " brain diseases," we should 
have a distinct class of affections whose aggregate fatality would 
express the brain-work and brain-worry of our generation. 
In one respect, we have an improvement in nomenclature the 
present year ; for the first time, the name, cerebro-spinal men- 
ingitis, appears in the tables, and the extent of its prevalence 
is shown in the fact that it has a place in the list presented in 
the foregoing table.

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66 XXXUnd registration REPORT. [1873. 

Small-pox. — ^The mortality registration ifi 1873 affords us 
the statistics of the decliniDg stages of an epidemic which will 
long be remembered in Massachusetts as a very wide-spread and 
fatal pestilence. The long-continued immunity of the people 
had engendered a sense of security which was deceptive. 
Vaccination had come to be regarded as a comparatively need- 
less precaution, in the absence of the disease against which it is 
protective ; so that, at length, the poison which had shown itself, 
through a series of years, to be relatively inert or in reserve, 
and which manifested itself in a few sporadic or imported cases, 
found, in 1871, the conditions ripe for a progressive and rapid 
develoi^meut. The material was abundant, and the contagion 
was active. In 1872, the disease reached the climax of its 
epidemic activity ; preventive measures were diligently and 
effectively employed in that year, and in 1873, to stay the 
pestilence, and at the beginning of the latter year it became 
apparent that the virulence of the affection was beginning to 
decline. 

The whole State was included within the limits of the epi- 
demic ; and all the evidence tends to show that the disease was 
not only unusually fatal, but that the non-fatal cases presented 
an uncommon type of severity. 

We are now in a position to study the entire mortuary 
statistics of this remarkable epidemic, and to compare the num- 
ber of deaths recorded in the account of this special incursion 
with the reports of i^revious yeaVs. The following table presents 
the .total mortality from small-pox during fifteen years, with the 
percentage of deaths from this disease, as comjDared with the 
mortality from all causes. One instructive feature is here made 
manifest; namely, that the disease moves in a wave-like 
periodicity through a series of years; the years 1860, 1864 and 
1872 mark the maximum of activity, while the years immediately 
following those named show a distinct remission. The pro- 
gressive rise in the mortality , — from 20 deaths in 1868, to 1,029 
in 1872, — is esi^ecially suggestive.

The following table exhibits a comprehensive view of the rise 
and decline of the epidemic. The beginning of the invasion 
may be set down in the month of October, 1871, inasmuch as 
with that month there was a distinct accession in the number of 
deaths, the previous months having shown very nearly the aver- 
age mortality of the same months in the previous year. If we 
mark the inception of the epidemic at this point, we note a 
nearly regular increase in the monthly mortality until December, 

1872, when the highest mortality was reached. From this 
climax we observe the. regular retrogression of the disease, the 
number of deaths diminishing steadily, until, in November, 

1873, only a single death was recorded. 

The same accession, development and decline are shown also 
in the quarterly mortality and in the quarterly mortality-rates. 
It will be observed that the total mortality set down to the 
account of this epidemic, by this schedule, amounted to 1,755 : —

By the following table, we learn in what parts of the State 
the disease was most rife during the three years. The counties 
of Dukes and Nantucket were, happily, exempt from fatal cases, 
although the contagion did not wholly avoid those isolated locali- 
ties. The record of Suffolk County is particularly interesting, 
since the great majority of the towns and cities in other counties 
traced their infection to Boston ; the fact is here brought out, 
that Suffolk County registered more than half the total mortality 
for the whole period, and that when the epidemic was at its 
height, — in 1872, — the proportion of deaths falling to the same 
populous section, amounted to 73*27 per cent, of the mortality 
for that year. In 1871, the prevalence of small-pox in Lowell 
and Holyoke determined the disproportionate mortality set down 
to Middlesex and Hampden in that year : — 
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Measles. — ^Thia disease was much less fatal in 1873 than in 
the previous year. There were one hundred and eighty deaths, 
two hundred and forty-eight less than in 1872. The number of 
deaths varies greatly from year to year ; but, in 1873, the num- 
ber was much below the annual average of the past thirty years. 
One hundred and thirty-five (seventy-five per cent, of the whole 
number) were those of children under five years of age. All 
the counties shared in the mortality, except Dukes and Nan- 
tucket. The months of May, June and July have the record of 
fifty-six per cent, of the deaths ; this statement is not in accord- 
ance with the general impression that the fatality of measles 
depends mostly on the pulmonary complications, and that these 
complications are aggravated in the colder months. 

Scarlatina was fatal in 1,472 cases, an increase of ninety-five 
upon the mortality from this disease in 1872. Nine hundred 
and ninety-one, or sixty-seven per cent., were the deaths of 
children under five years old; and ninety per cent. (1,328) 
were those of children under ten years of age. The four months, 
March, April, November and December, contributed forty-three 
per cent, of the mortality. None of the counties escaped. 
Sufiblk County reported the largest number of deaths from the 
disease, — thirty-four per cent, of the whole, — and Middlesex 
follows next, with twenty per cent. If the comparison be made 
according to the relative numbers living instead of the actual 
number of deaths, Bristol County had the largest fatality to 
report, having 2*1 deaths to the thousand of population, while 
Sufiblk had 1-8, and Middlesex 1-7. 

DipJitheina. — The year 1873 presents a slight increase in the 
registered mortality from this justly dreaded disease ; there 
were 310 deaths, against 273 the year previous. The average 
annual number of deaths, during the past five years, was 279. 
We are still very far from the alarming mortality recorded in 
the years from 1860 to 1865, when diphtheria took an unwonted 
place in the list of the ten most fatal diseases, standing, in 1863, 
the fourth in order. Of those dying in 1873, 164, or 53 per 
cent., were under five years old, and 238, or 77 per cent., 
' were under ten years old. January, February, September 
and October were the most fatal months; the least mortality 
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was in May and June. Dukes and Nantucket Counties were 
spared. The mortality was quite evenly distributed among the 
other counties. The fact that dij^htheria causes more deaths of 
females than of males, has been frequently observed and com- 
mented on. The present year is an exception to the rule, the 
deaths of males exceeding, by ten, those of females. 

Typhus Fever. — It is necessary to reiterate the explanation 
that this term is used to include the class of continued fevers, 
and is not understood in its narrow and distinctive sense. Inas- 
much as the disease commonly called typhoid fever compre- 
hends by far the larger portion of the cases under the above 
title, in the Registration Reports, it might be well to substitute 
that term to designate the entire class. We find also included 
under the head of typhus fever, one hundred and thirty-two 
deaths of children under five years old. These cases of so-called 
" infantile fever " can hardly represent actual zymotic cases. 

The mortality from the generic disease called typhus was 
1,406 in 1873. This number is less, by 297, than the number 
reported in 1872. The number of males exceeded the number 
of females among the decedents by 79, — very nearly the usual 
proportion. In one year (1864), the sexes sufiered in very 
unequal proportions ; the percentage of the deaths of males was 
60-75, while that of the females was 39-18. Foi-ty-two per cent, 
of the deaths in 1873 occurred among persons between fifteen 
and thirty years of age ; and forty-four per cent, of the mortality 
was recorded in September, October and November. Suffolk 
County reported the largest number of deaths (283), and Mid- 
dlesex comes next, with 186. If, however, we make the com- 
parison, with the population as a basis, Hampden stands at the 
head of the list in point of relative mortality, having a death- 
rate, from typhus, of 2-18 to the thousand of population; 
Bristol is next, with a rate of 1*26, while Suffolk shows a rate 
of 1*05. . It thus appears that the observation is confirmed, that 
the country has more cases of autumnal fever than the city. 

Dysentery. — ^From this cause, there were 435 deaths reported, 
a considerable reduction from the number registered in 1872, 
Seventy-eight per cent, of the mortality was in the months of 
July, August and September, August having a record of 37*24 
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per cent. Fifty per cent, of the deaths were those of children 
under five years old ; and thirty-three per cent, were of persons 
over fifty years old. The largest number fell to Middlesex 
County. 

Chdera Infantum. — ^The mortality from this summer scourge 
of children amounted, in 1873, to 2,553, a decided reduction 
from the registry of the previous year. There were 1,340 
males, and 1,212 females. The mortality from cholera infantum 
comprised 7*6 per cent, of the deaths from all specified causes ; 
this exceeds the average percentage for the last tliirty-two years 
and eight months, by 3*3 per cent. Deaths were reported in 
every month ; but the months of July, August and September 
contributed 2,230 (87*34 per cent.) of the deaths, the month of 
August standing at the head, with 1,079 deaths on its record, — 
42-26 per cent, of the total mortality. The following table will 
show that the counties containing the cities and thickly-settled 
communities contribute most of the mortidity from cholera 
infantum : —

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Consumption. — The number of deaths in 1873 was exactly 
the same as that registered in 1872, — 5,556. This number is 
16*4 per cent, of the total mortality from all specified causes. 
The disease maintains its traditional place ais the most destructive 
of life in Massachusetts. The deaths of females exceeded those 
of males by 468, the percentages being 45*77 and 54*19 
respectively. 

The following tables show how slight an influence the seasons 
have in promoting the fatality of consumption. The largest 
number of deaths occurred in March, a month which has 
repeatedly had the same fact recorded concerning it in former 
years. Besides the fact that the month itself is proverbially 
very trying, on account of its changeable temperature and its 
dampness, its relation to the season which it follows must be 
remembered, in seeking for an explanation of the larger mor- 
tality attributed to it ; for the month comes at the end of winter, 
during which season invalids take out-door exercise less regu- 
larly, and suffer, in consequence, a loss of vigor, whereby they 
are ill-prepared to endure the various depressing conditions of 
early spring : —

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It will be seen by the foregoing table that certain rural 
counties, as for example, Barnstable, Franklin and Plymouth, 
appear to have a disproportionate number of deaths from con- 
sumption as compared with other causes, while the percentage 
set down to Suffolk, Essex and Hampden is much smaller. It 
should not be inferred from this that there is less consumption 
in the cities than in the country, but rather, as we have pointed 
out previously, that other diseases, as cholera infantum and 
small-pox, make comparatively greater inroads, upon the urban 
population.

The table which follows exhibits the fact, that there is a 
gradual improvement as regards the destructiveness of cou- 
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sumption, when a long series of years is included in the com- 
parison. 

In previous reports, greater iiftelligence on the part of the 
people in the matter of self-preservation, and on the part of 
physicians as regards the management of the disease, has been 
assigned as an explanation of this progressive improvement. 
To this we would add another condition which appears to deserve 
consideration. In an instructive essay recently read before the 
New Hampshire Medical Society, Dr. J. R. Ham presented a 
careful analysis of the meteorological changes as observed in the 
United States during a long course of years. He concludes that 
our climate has undergone a change in its humidity as the result 
of man's agency in felling the forests, in agricultui*e, in the 
building of canals and railroads, and in more general attention 
to drainage ; and that, as a consequence of this increased dry- 
ness of the atmosphere, diseases of the respiratory organs are 
less prevalent than formerly.

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Pneumonia was the cause of 2,097 deaths in 1873. In 1872» 
there were 2,295 deaths. There were 155 more deaths of 
males than of females in lf573. The greatest mortality oc- 
curred in March ; the least, in August. Nearly one-hallT. the 
deaths were registered in the first four months of the year. 

Eight hundred and five of the deaths (38*39 per cent, of the 
whole number) were of children under five years old ; and 
seven hundred and eleven were deaths of persons over fifty 
years of age. Thus it is seen that while pneumonia attacks 
all ages, its fatality is greatest at the extremes of life when the 
strength and vigor are less able to endure the disease. 

It will be seen by the following table that as a rule, fatal 
pneumonia was more prevalent in the inland counties than on 
the seaboard : —

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Cerebro-SpinaJ Meningitis. — This year, for the first time, we 
have a registry of deaths from this cause. The disease is now 
BO well recognized, and at times prevails so extensively, that a 
special record of the mortality caused by it is of great advantage. 
In the Report for 1872, it was shown that the want of a dis- 
tinctive nosological term to designate the deaths hitherto set 
down indiscriminately to *' cephalitis," ** cerebro-spinal menin- 
gitis," ^ spotted fever," " meningitis," and ** spinal disease," led 
to considerable confusion. This difficulty will be less important 
in future. 

In 1872, the number of deaths believed to have been caused 
by cerebro-spinal meningitis was 173. In 1873, there was a 
record of 747 deaths. Even if we make a considerable allow- 
ance for mistakes in the diagnosis of a somewhat unfamiliar dis- 
ease, and for a tendency in times of epidemics to attribute to 
the prevailing affection many cases simulating it in certain re- 
spects but difficult of recognition otherwise, we still have 
occasion to observe, in the largely increased mortality, the fact 
that the malady in question was both wide-spread and fatal. In 
fact we find that all the countiejs shared in the effects of this 
much-dreaded disorder ; the largest mortality was registered in 
the counties of Suffolk, Middlesex, and Essex, the numbers . 
being 236, 157, and 106, respectively. The fact so often noted 
with reference to the zymotic diseases — that populous commu- . 
nities favor their development and fatality — is again illustrated 
here. 

The progressive destructiveness and subsequent decline of 
the disorder are shown in the following table, which gives the 
number of deaths and the percentage for each of the four 
quarters of the year : —

Section 1. The clerk of each city and town sliall receive or obtain, 
and record, and index, the following facts concerning the births, mar- 
riages, and deaths, therein, separately numbering and recording the 
same in the order in which he receives them, designated in separate 
columns : 

In the record of births, the date of the birth, the place of birth, the 
name of the child (if it have any), the sex and color of the chiUI, the 
names and the places of birth of the parents, the occupation of the 
father, the residence of the parents, and the date of the record ; 

In the record of marriages, the date of the marriage, the place of 
marriage, the name, residence and official station of the person by 
whom married, the names and places of birth of the parties, the resi- 
dence of each, the age and color of each, the condition of each 
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(whether single or widowed) , the occupation, the names of the parents 
and the date of the record. 

In the record of deaths, the date of the death, the name of the 
deceased, the sex, the color, the condition (whether single, widowed, 
or married), the age, the residence, the occupation, the place of death, 
the place of birth, the names and places of birth of the parents, the 
disease or cause of death, the place of burial, and the date of the 
record. 

Section 2. Parents shall give notice to the clerk of their city or 
town of the births and deaths of their chilchen ; every householder 
shall give like notice of every birth and death happening in his house ; 
the eldest person next of kin shall give such notice of the death of 
his kindred ; the keeper of a workhouse, house of con'cction, prison, 
hospital, or almshouse, except the state almshouses at Tewksbury, 
Bridgewater, and Monson, and the master or other commanding olli- 
cer of any ship shall give like notice of every birth and death liiippen- 
ing among the persons under his charge. AVhoever neglects to give 
snch notice for the space of six months after a biilh or death, shall 
forfeit a sum not exceeding live dollars. 

Section S. Any ph3'sician having attended a person during hr.\ 
last illness, shall — when requested within fifteen days after the decease 
of such person — forthwith fiu-nish for registration a certificate of the 
duration of the last sickness, the disease of which the person died, 
and the date of his decease, as nearl}- as he can state the same. If 
any physician refuses or neglects to make such certificate, he shall for- 
feit and pay the sum of ten doUais to the use of the town in which he 
resides. 

Section 4.* Every sexton, undertaker, or other person having 
charge of a burial-ground, or the superintendent of burials having 
charge of the obsequies or funeral rites preliminary to the interment 
of a human body, shall forthwith obtain and return to the clerk of the 
city or town in which the deceased resided or the death occurred, the 
facts required by this chapter to be recorded by said officer concerning 
the deceased, and the person making such retm*n shall receive from 
his city or town the fee of ten cents therefor. 

The clerk, upon recording such facts, shall forthwith give to the 
person making such return, a certificate that such return has been 
made, which certificate such person shall deliver to the person having 
charge of the interment, if other than himself, before the burial when 
practicable, otherwise within seven days thereafter. AVhen a burial 
takes place and no certificate is delivered as aforesaid, the sexton, 
undertaker, or other person having charge of the interment, shall 
forthwith give notice thereof to the clerk under penalty of twent}' 
dollars. 

Section 5. The clerk of each city and town shall annually on or 
before the first day of February, transmit to the secretary of the Com- 
monwealth, certified copies of the records of the births, marriages, 
and deaths, which have occurred therein during the year ending on 
the last day of the preceding December. 

Section G. The record of the town clerk relative to any birth, 
marriage, or death, shall be prima facie evidence, in legal proceedings,

of the facts recorded. The certificate signed by the town clerk for 
the time being shall be admissible as evidence of any such record. 

Section 7.* The clerk shall receive from his city or town for 
obtaining, recording, indexing, and returning to the v secretary of the 
Commonwealth, the facts in relation to a birth, twenty cents ; a mar- 
riage, ton cents ; a death, twenty cents for each of the first twenty' 
entries, and ten cents for each subsequent entry, as the same shall be 
certified by the secretary of tlie Commonwealth ; but a city or town 
containing more than ten thousand inhabitants may limit the aggre- 
gate compensation allowed to their clerk. Ho shall forfeit a sum not 
less than twenty nor more than one hundred dollars for each refusal 
or neglect to perform any duty required of him by this chapter. 

Section 8. The superintendents of the state almshouses at Tewks- 
bury, Bridgewater, and Monson, shall obtain, record, and make 
return of the facts in relation to the births and deaths which occur in 
their respective institutions, in like manner as is required of town 
clerks. The clerks of said towns shall, in relation to the births and 
deaths of persons in said almshouses, be exempt from the duties 
otherwise required of them by this chapter. 

Section 9. The secretary' shall, at the expense of the Common- 
wealth, prepare and furnish to the clerks of the several cities and 
towns, and to the superintendents of the state almshouses, blank 
books of suitable quality and size to be used as books of record under 
this chapter, blank books for indexes thereto, and blank forms for 
returns, on paper of uniform size ; And shall accompany the same 
with such instructions and explanations as may be necessary and use- 
ful. City and town clerks shall make such distribution of blank forms 
of returns furnished by the secretary as he shall direct. 

Section 10. The secretary shall cause the returns received by him 
for each year to be bound together in one or more volumes with 
indexes thereto. He shall prepare from the returns such tabular re- 
sults as will render them of practical utilit}^ make report thereof 
annually to the legislature, and do all other acts necessary to carry 
into effect the provisions of this chapter. 

Section 1 1 . Any city or town containing more than ten thousand 
inhabitants, ma}' choose a person other than the clerk to be- registrar, 
who shall be sworn, and to whom all the provisions of this chapter 
concerning clerks shall apply. The returns and notices required to be 
made and given to clerks shall be made and given to such registrar 
under like penalties. 

Section 12. The secretary of this Commonwealth shall prosecute, 
by an action of tort, in the name of the Commonwealth, for the 
recovery of any penalty or foreilure imposed by this chapter. 

Section 13. Any .city or town may make rules and regulations to 
enforce the provisions of this chapter, or to secure a more perfect 
registration of births, marriages, and deaths, therein.

If there is no such clerk or rdgistrar in 
the place of their residence, the entry shall be made in an adjoining 
city or town. 

Section 8. The clerk or registrar shall deliver to the parties a cer- 
tificate under his hand, specifying the time when notice of the inten- 
tion of marriage was entered with him, together with all facts in 
relation to the marriage required by law to be ascertained and re- 
corded, except those respecting the person by whom the marriage is 
to be solemnized. Such certificate shall be delivered to the minister 
or magistrate in whose presence the marriage is to be contracted, 
before he proceeds to solemnize the same. 

Section 9. If a clerk or registrar issues such certificate to a male 
under the age of twenty-one years, or a female under the age of eight- 
een years, having reasonable cause to suppose the person to be under 
Buch age, except upon the application or consent in writing of the 
parent, master, or guardian, of such person, he shall forfeit a sum not 
exceeding one hundred dollars ; but if there is no parent, master, or 
guardian, in this State, competent to act, a certificate may be issued 
without such application or consent. 

Section 10. The clerk or registrar may require of any person 
applying for such certificate, an affidavit sworn to before a justice of 
the peace for the county where the application is made, setting forth 
the age of the parties ; which affidavit shall be sufficient proof of age 
to authorize the issuing of the certificate. 

Section 1 1 . Whoever appl3nng for such certificate willhlly makes 
a false statement in relation to the age or residence, parent, master, 
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or guardian, of either of the parties intending marriage, shall forfeit a 
sum not exceeding two hundred dollars. 

Section 12. When a marriage is solemnized in another State 
between parties living in this State, and they return to dwell here, they 
shall, within seven days after their return, file with the clerk or regis- 
trar of the city or town, where either of them lived at the time, a cer- 
tificate or declaration of their marriage, including the facts concerning 
marriages required by law, and for every neglect they shall forfeit ten 
dollars. 

Section 13. No magistrate or minister shall solemnize a marriage, 
having reasonable cause to suppose either of the parties to be under 
the age mentioned in section nine; without the consent of the ]>arent 
or guardian having the custody of the minor, if there is any in the 
State competent to act. 

Section 14. Marriages may be solemnized by a justice of the 
peace in the county for which he is appointed, when either of the par- 
ties resides in the same count}*' ; and throughout the State by any 
minister of the gospel ordained according to the usage of his denon^ 
ination, who resides within the State and continues to perform the 
fhnctions of his office ; but all marriages shall be solemnized in the 
city or town in which the person solemnizing them resides, or in which 
one or both of the persons to be married reside. 

Section 15. Marriages among the people called Friends or 
Quakers may be solemnized in the manner heretofore used and prac- 
tised in their societies. 

Section 16. Every justice of the peace, minister, and clerk, or 
keeper of the records of the meeting wherein any marriages among 
the Friends or Quakers are solemnized, shall make a record of each 
marriage solemnized before him, together with all facts relating to the 
marriage required by law to be recorded. He shall also between the 
first and tenth days of each month return a copy of the record for the 
month next preceding, to the clerk or registrar of the city or town in 
which the marriage was solemnized, and shall when neither of the par- 
ties to a marriage resides in the city or town in which the marriage is 
solemnized, return a copy of the record of such marriage to the clerk 
or registrar of the city or town in which one or both parties reside. 
All marriages so returned shall be recorded by the clerk or registrar. 

Section 17. Every person neglecting to make the returns re- 
quired by the preceding section, shall forfeit for each neglect not less 
than twenty nor more than one hundred dollars. 

Section 18. A justice of the peace or' minister who joins persons 
in marriage contrary to the provisions of this chapter, knowing that 
the marriage is not duly authorized, shall forfeit not less than fifty 
nor more than one hundred dollars. 

Section 19. Whoever undertakes to join persons in marriage 
knowing that he is not authorized so to do, shall be imprisoned in the 
jail or confined to hard labor for a term not exceeding six months, or 
pay a fine of not less than fifty nor more than two hundred dollars. 

Section 20. [Unintentional informality does not invalidate mar- 
riage in other respects lawful.] 

Section 21. The record of a marriage, made and kept as prcv 
scribed by law by the person before whom the marriage is solemnizeil, 
or by the clerk or registrar of any city or town, or a copy of such 
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record duly certified, shall be received in all courts and places as pre- 
sumptive evidence of such marriage. 

Section 22. [Admission of respondent, general repute, &c., com- 
petent evidence to prove the fact of marriage.] 

Section 23. [Marriage in foreign countries by a consul or diplo- 
matic agent valid, and certificate of such consul or agent presumptive 
evidence thereof.]

AN ACT CONCERNING THE REGISTRY AND RETURN OP MARRIAGES,

Section 1. The clerk of each city and town (except in such cities 
and towns as choose a registrar, under the eleventh section of the 
twenty-first chapter of the General Statutes, in which cases the pro- 
visions of this act shall apply to the registrar) , for receiving or ob- 
taining, recording, indexing, and returning the facts relating to 
marriages, births and deaths occurring therein, shall be entitled to 
receive therefrom the sums following, viz. : for each marriage, fifteen 
cents ; for each birth, thirty cents ; for each death returned to him by 
the persons specified in sections two, three and four of chapter twenty- 
one of the General Statutes, twenty cents for each of the first twenty 
entries, and ten cents for each subsequent entry ; for each death not 
so returned but by him obtained and recorded, twenty cents. 

Section 2. Chapter ninety-six of the acts of the year eighteen 
hundred and sixty-five, and so much of section seven of the twenty- 
first chapter of the General Statutes as is inconsistent herewith, are 
hereby repealed. 

Section 3. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT RELATING TO THE MARRIAGE OF NON-RESIDENT PARTIES. 

Section 1. Persons living without the Commonwealth and intend- 
ing to be joined in marriage within the Commonwealth, shall, before 
their marriage, cause notice of their intention to be entered in the 
office of the clerk or registrar of the city or town in which they pro- 
]X)se to have the marriage solemnized ; and no marriage between such 
parties shall be solenmized until they have delivered to the justice of 
the peace or minister, in whose presence the marriage is to be con- 
tracted, a certificate from such clerk or registrar, specifying the time 
when notice of the intention of marriage was entered with him, 
together with all facts in relation to the marriage required by law 
to be ascertained and recorded, except those respecting the person 
by whom the marriage is to be solemnized. 

Section 2. Marriages may be solemnized by a justice of the peace 
in the county for which he is appointed. 

Section 3. A justice of the peace or minister who joins persons 
in marriJEige contrary to the provisions of this act shall forfeit not less 
than fifty nor more than one hundred dollars.
